LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson has 
sent his chief aviation advisor on a 
hush-hush mission to try and convince 
Kent’s MPs to change their minds over 
their opposition to the Thames Estuary 
airport plan. 

We can reveal that airport guru Dan¬ 
iel Moylan, who has been tasked with 
leading the mayor’s aviation policy 
unit, has hosted a number of informal, 
one-to-one discussions with the coun¬ 
ty’s parliamentarians trying to get them 
to back the estuary idea. 

Meeting each one separately, he has 
put forward arguments for a multi-bil¬ 
lion pound airport somewhere in the es¬ 
tuary off the north Kent coast, which has 
long been championed by Mr Johnson. 

But despite the increasing political 
pressure, our MPs say they are not for 


turning. The latest to have met with Mr 
Moylan is Dartford MP Gareth Johnson. 

He said: “It was just me and him 
[Moylan] - it was my turn. He was lob¬ 
bying me to support the plan for an 
airport in the Thames Estuary. 

“The meeting didn’t change my mind; 
I’m against it not only due to the severe 
environmental impact on the local area, 
but also because this is the most expen¬ 
sive option and would take the longest 
time to achieve. 

“I don’t want to be blinkered to the 
arguments supporting it, I’m in favour 
of aviation capacity in the south east, 
and so I listened to him. 

“However, I still don’t support an 
airport in the Thames Estuary. I think 
there should be expansion at Gatwick 
and Heathrow and more use of airports 
such as Manston.”

Cathedral says enthronement 
of Archbishop Welby will be an 
‘all-singing, all-dancing’ affair 


LIFE AND TIMES OF NEW ANGLICAN LEADER 


■ The new archbishop had a successful career in the oil industry. 

■ The father-of-five, 57, was educated at Eton and Trinity College Cambridge. 

■ The death of his seven-month-old daughter in a car crash in 1983 led to 
his life-changing decision to train to become an Anglican priest.

■ After serving as Dean of Liverpool Cathedral, in November 2011 he 
became Bishop of Durham. 

■ He will become the 105th Archbishop of Canterbury

PREPARATIONS are under way for the 
enthronement of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury next month with organisers 
describing it as being a “all-singing, all¬ 
dancing” affair. 

The much anticipated ceremony on 
Thursday, March 21, will involve the 
new archbishop Justin Welby publicly 
taking up his new position in the Can¬ 
terbury diocese and is likely to attract a 
host of VIPs, including Prime Minister 
David Cameron and Prince Charles. 

It follows the Confirmation of Election 
at St Paul’s Cathedral this week, which 
saw the former oil executive-turned- 
bishop legally appointed as Archbishop 
of Canterbury. 

It marked a significant moment for the 
diocese, which stretches across Thanet, 
Dover, Shepway, Canterbury, Ashford, 
Maidstone and Sittingbourne, for which 
he will be the diocesan bishop. 

He replaces Lord Rowan Williams af¬ 
ter 10 years. 


A spokesperson for Canterbury Ca¬ 
thedral said next month’s enthrone¬ 
ment ceremony - due to be broadcast 
live on BBC2 - will be an “all-singing, 
all-dancing service”. 

They added: “The enthronement 
service itself is involving many hours of 
preparation and practice. 

“The BBC will be busy in and around 
the cathedral from March 11 rigging 
cameras and cables for the live broad¬ 
cast on March 21. 


“The form of the service will be craft¬ 
ed by the Dean of Canterbury, the Very 
Revd Dr Robert Willis, in consultation 
with the new archbishop.” 

The spokesman said for many of the 
cathedral team, it will be their first en¬ 
thronement, with the last being 10 
years ago when Dr Rowan Williams 
was publically appointed. 

“One of the special highlights of the 
enthronement will be the presence of 
the Canterbury Gospels, which are be-

lieved to have been brought to England 
by St Augustine in 597; they are now 
kept in the Parker Library at Corpus 
Christi College Cambridge and are taken 
out of the library only on very rare 
occasions.” 

The cathedral spokesperson said 
more details about the service, which is 
expected to host 2,000 people, will fol¬ 
low in the coming weeks. 

The ceremony will be broadcast live 
at 2.30pm on Thursday, March 21.

and Sheppey Gordon Henderson told 
this newspaper he had also been ap¬ 
proached by Mr Moylan. 

“I had a one-to-one informal chat 
with him just after Christmas - it’s safe 
to say we agreed to disagree,” he said. 

“He put forward arguments for a 
Thames Estuary airport and I told him 
Boris Johnson was still bonkers for 
pushing the idea.” 

These discussions with Mr Moylan 
are likely to be just the tip of the iceberg, 
with meetings expected with other Kent 
MPs in the coming weeks and months. 

Rochester and Strood MP Mark Reck¬ 
less said he hadn’t met with Mr Moylan, 
but had had a recent private discussion 


with Boris Johnson where he encour¬ 
aged the mayor to ditch his “pie in the 
sky” airport plan. 

Anti-airport campaigner Joan Darwell, 
from Friends of the North Kent Marshes, 
said they had “heard it all before”. 

“Boris Johnson is sending Daniel 
Moylan out with his spin,” she said. 

“He might think if he shouts loud 
enough and long enough people will lis¬ 
ten, but they won’t. 

“We’ve heard it all before. No matter 
how long he goes on about this, we are 
confident the Davies Commission will 
find that this is no place for an airport. 

“It was looked at in 2002, and found 
to be the wrong place. 

“It would be concreting over globally 


important wetlands and communities. 

“This would be no way for a British 
Government to behave.” 

Mr Moylan has worked with the Lon¬ 
don Mayor for two years trying to bring 
a new hub airport to the top of the po¬ 
litical agenda. 

A spokesman for the mayor said: “As 
the mayor’s aviation adviser, Daniel 
regularly meets with a wide range of 
people who have an interest in the UK’s 
aviation policy. 

“The mayor believes strongly that 
what the country needs is a proper hub 
airport, with at least four runways and 
capable of operating round the clock 
without causing huge levels of distur¬ 
bance to local populations. 


“Heathrow is clearly incapable of be¬ 
coming that airport and so we need a 
new one, which the mayor believes 
should be on the eastern side of London. 
He is keen to convince as many people 
as possible of that argument, to join the 
large and growing group who have al¬ 
ready realised that this is the only real¬ 
istic solution.” 

Mr Moylan has been tasked with lead¬ 
ing Mr Johnson’s aviation policy unit, 
which is looking at aviation capacity in 
the south east. 

It was launched following the Gov¬ 
ernment’s unveiling of the independent 
Davies Commission, led by Sir Howard 
Davies, who will examine options for 
airport expansion.

Boost for mobile broadband as 4G is 
set to roll-out across county’s towns

THE next generation of superfast mobile broad¬ 
band will start to be rolled out across parts of 
Kent in the spring, it was confirmed this week. 

And while many rural areas still struggle with 
regular broadband connections, news that 4G 
mobile broadband will spread later this year, 
could prove a solution. 

Ashford, Maidstone, Tonbridge, Sevenoaks and 
Tunbridge Wells were all confirmed as the first 
Kent towns to benefit from the 4G service. Only 
4G-enabled phones can benefit. 

The service is currently only available via Eve¬ 
rything Everywhere (EE), but other operators 
such as Three and 02 are poised to join in. 

It is expected that once widespread take-up is 
secured, it will overtake the existing 3G network 
which covers most parts of the UK. 

A spokesperson for EE was unable to give tim¬ 
ings for other towns in Kent. 

Download speeds with 4G will be at least five 
to seven times faster than existing 3G networks, 
which sparked the boom in smartphone use. 

The 4G fibre broadband is typically 10 times 
faster in homes and offices. 

Superfast 4G will allow users to instantly ac¬ 
cess the web while on the move on mobile 
phones, download email attachments quickly, 
make high-quality video calls and watch live TV 
on mobiles without buffering. 

Other mobile networks have requested that 
regulator Ofcom allow them to run 4G services 
over airways they use for existing services. 

The EE spokesperson said the 4G network will 
not only cover main towns, but also the subur¬ 
ban and rural areas that surround them. 

Some areas of Kent currently suffer slow 
broadband speeds and Kent County Council is 
working with the Government to ensure suffi¬ 
cient speeds for everyone in the county by 2015; 
a scheme costing £43 million. 

The 4G mobile service has already been rolled 
out in major cities across the UK when it first 
launched last year. 


TEETHING PROBLEMS AS OPERATORS GET CONNECTED 


ARRIVAL of 4G in the UK 
marketplace has so far 
been a hit-and-miss affair. 

Launched in October 
2012, to just 11 of our 
major cities, it offered 
much, but the service 
came at a premium cost. 

EE was forced to 
reduce its tariffs, while 
the likes of Three 
announced this week it 
would not add a premium 
to the service for users. 

02 and Vodaphone are 
set to announce their 
price structures soon. 


“Communication is the essence of human 
interaction and the internet is the latest develop¬ 
ment in a process that probably began with little 
more than grunts and gesticulations; to expect 
some businesses to operate in our online society 
with the equivalent of grunts and gesticulations 
whilst others have the benefit of fluent speech is 
an absurdity. 

“It is essential, then, that the speed and avail¬ 
ability of broadband service is made universal as 
soon as possible. Any development in that direc¬ 
tion is most welcome.” 



Olaf Swantee, chief executive officer at EE, said 
Kent’s roll-out was a landmark day for business¬ 
es and consumers. 

“We’re investing £1.5 billion in our network 
to be the first company to offer mobile 4G in the 
UK, alongside the biggest 3G network,” he said. 

“Combined with our fibre broadband and rev¬ 
olutionary service model we have a pioneering 
and unique offer to customers across the UK - 
superfast speeds in the home, superfast speeds 
on the move and expert service on nearly every 
high street in Britain. ” 

Chief executive of Kent Invicta Chamber of 
Commerce, Jo James, said broadband was an es¬ 
sential tool for businesses today. 

“The more efficient the operation of that tool, 
the more efficiently the business concerned can 
function,” she said. 

“Although there may be many questions 
about the benefits of online activity, it is with us 
to stay, and it is essential all businesses have the 
facility to take full advantage of it, whether they 
are a town-based multi-national company or a 
sole trader working from home in a rural area.

^Carl Davies charges 

TWO people on the island of Reunion in the 
Indian Ocean have been charged over the 
murder of former Royal Marine Carl Davies. 

The ex-teacher, who worked in Sheppey and 
Sittingbourne, was found dead at the bottom of 
a ravine on the island in 2011. He was just 33. 

The charges came after 10 people, aged 
between 16 and 30, were arrested. His death 
was originally believed to be an accident, but it 
emerged he had been beaten. 

^Forecast for snow 

JUST when you started thinking ahead to spring, 
weather forecasters have warned we could be in 
for yet more snow this weekend.

^ Gills intruder court date 

A TEENAGER will appear in court next month 
after a goalkeeper was attacked by a fan during 
a televised Gillingham League Two match this 
week. 

The 17-year-old from Rochester was charged 
with common assult and under section four of 
the Football Offences Act following the incident 
during the game between Gillingham and 
Wycombe Wanderers at the Gills' Priestfield 
stadium. 

He has been bailed and will appear before 
Medway Magistrates Court on March 12.

Free entry to nightclub if you show 
a payslip plan comes under attack 


A POPULAR nightclub has come in for criticism 
after it offered free entry on a special 'workers' 
night’ on receipt of a payslip. 

And for those who can prove they have a job, 
the drinks are cheap all night too. 

But while the club insists it is just “harmless 
fun", one local politician described it as "dis¬ 
criminatory". 

Onyx, on Folkestone seafront, unveiled the 
idea as a promotion for what is tradionally the 
quiet Monday night trade. 

It insists Workers' Night is "tongue in cheek 
and harmless". Production of a payslip gets you 
free entry and drinks are then just £2. 

Club-goers in favour of the idea say it helps to 
bring in customers on a traditionally slow night, 
so protecting staff jobs by increasing revenue. 

But critics of the plan have said it makes the 
unemployed feel like second class citizens - 
especially as the area around the club has a high 
rate of residents receiving benefits. 

Shepway Discrict Council's Lynne Beaumont, 
who represents the Liberal Democrats, said: “It 


doesn't seem right that if you have a job you get 
in for free - but if you don’t you have to pay. 

"That is discriminatory, in my view. If you are 
going to have a free night it should be free to 
everyone. 

"I can see that it is a clever idea from a business 
point of view, but if it means ludicrous amounts of 
young people drunk in the streets on a Monday 
night then that is going to cause problems." 

John Frayne heads the Folkestone Partner¬ 
ship against Crime and said Onyx is traditionally 
a responsible member of the group. 

He said: "The club is very keen to exclude 
troublemakers and works alongside the police 
to tackle anything untoward. 

"On this issue, I can see someone who is 
unemployed may be annoyed they have to pay 
while others are getting in free. But the club has 
to attract customers and while they may not be 
spending money on the door they will spend it 
while inside."

WHAT IS ‘SAME SEX’ BILL? 


There is little difference between civil 
partnerships and civil marriages in terms 
of the law. 

The main change is allowing same-sex 
couples to be married rather than have a 
relationship defined by legal terms. 

Campaigners say this is an essential 
change in terms of equality. 

The proposed marriage (same sex) bill 
will allow gay couples to have a civil 
marriage ceremony. 

Religious organisations can opt-in to 
marrying same-sex couples, but the 
Church of England, which opposes the bill, 
is banned from carrying out such marriages 
to protect it from any legal claims. 

No religious organisations can be forced 
to carry out gay marriages. 

Couples in civil partnerships can 
convert their relationship to a marriage if 
they want.

MORE than half of Kent’s MPs rebelled in the 
Prime Minister’s historic gay marriage vote 
amid fears of a deepening divide within the 
Conservative Party. 

Nine of the county’s parliamentarians voted 
against the bill, which looks to enable same-sex 
couples to have a civil marriage instead of the 
current civil partnership. 

While David Cameron was victorious in his bat¬ 
tle by a margin of 400 votes to 175, it came at 
the cost of a huge split among his party, with 
139 Tories voting against and 30 abstaining. 

Thanet North MP Sir Roger Gale, who voted 
against gay marriage, sparked a social media storm 
after wading into the debate with many suggesting 
he had compared gay marriage to incest. 

The thrice-married Tory, however, reacted 
furiously, stating his comments had been misun¬ 
derstood. 

“What I was saying is there should be one law 
for everyone, including siblings, so they have 
equal legal and property rights when one of them 
dies,” he told this newspaper. 

“In the House of Commons’ debate, I proposed 
that civil marriage and civil partnerships be 
abolished and a civil union bill introduced which 
would include siblings, who are currently hit by 
inheritance tax on property, unlike people in a 
civil partnership. 

“This was not about incest, but to do with 
the legal rights of those who are at the moment 
excluded under the Civil Partnerships Act.” 

He added: “A civil union bill would leave mar¬ 
riage, as historically understood and defined as 
between one man and one woman, to faith 
groups and would afford the ‘equality’ that the 
Government claims to seek to achieve, to all.”

Other Tories voting against included Dartford 
MP Gareth Johnson. 

He said he had received 300 letters from con¬ 
stituents, but less than 20 supporting change. 

“Marriage is an imperfect institution, but one 
that has stood the test of time for thousands of 
years,” he said. 

“I am a strong supporter of civil partnerships 
as it is right gay couples should be able to have 
all the legal protections that straight couples 
have, but I believe marriage is the union between 
a man and a woman. 

“The great danger in this debate is that those 
who oppose gay marriage are accused somehow 
of being homophobic, when that is not the case. 

“The proposals would result in civil partner¬ 
ships and marriage being available for gay peo¬ 
ple, but marriage alone for straight people. 

“Therefore this is not about creating equality, 
it will in fact create more disparity. 

“For me this issue is not about holding back any 
section of the community; it is about recognising 
the definition of marriage should not change.” 

But while nine Kent MPs defied the Prime Min¬ 
ister, eight backed the bill. 

Thanet South MP Laura Sandys said it would 
allow same sex couples to have a civil wedding 
in registry offices, while protecting religious or¬ 
ganisations from any obligation to conduct gay 
marriages. 

She said: “Marriage is a positive institution 
that encourages societal stability and reflects 
personal commitments. By extending it to same 
sex couples I believe we are ensuring the benefits 
of this great institution are available to all.” 

She added: “The right of churches to deter¬ 
mine how marriage will be defined in their 
church is not being changed.”

^Landlord election fix 

A LANDLORD has been found guilty of forging 
the signatures of his tenants to try and win an 
election in Ashford. 

Turkish Cengizhan Cerit, 47, tried to rig the 
election in Beaver ward, in November 2011. 

Cerit, who owned more than 60 properties in 
the town, delivered 200 postal vote applications 
containing false or forged signatures to Ashford 
Borough Council. Had they not been spotted, he 
would have won the seat. 

^Betting on reform 

MEDWAY Council is inviting owners of local 
licensed gaming premises to help draw up a 
voluntary code on gambling in a bid to crack¬ 
down on fixed odds betting terminals - dubbed 
the ‘crack cocaine' of gambling. 

The machines are installed in bookmakers 
and allow users to potentially spend thousands 
in the space of an hour. Following a meeting 
with the Gambling Commission, council leaders 
will now look to draw up new local restrictions. 

^ Jobs boost on Sheppey 

A £30 million regeneration project on Sheppey 
could create another 150 jobs. 

A new Morrisons supermarket at Neats Court, 
Queenborough, is currently under construction 
and developer LXB Retail Properties has put 
forward new plans for phase two of the scheme 
which includes further retail outlets and 
restaurants. The council will consider the plans 
in April.

Tiger twins are fiercely cute as 
they take a bow at animal park

TWO extremely rare Siberian 
tiger cubs met the public for 
the first time this week at 
Howletts Wild Animal Park 
near Canterbury. 

The five-month-old siblings 
were introduced to their enclo¬ 
sure and more than a few cam¬ 
eras having been hand-reared 
at home by keeper Ben Warren. 

Male cub Kazimir and female 
Arina were rejected by their 
mother after being born at the 
Aspinall Foundation’s sister 
park Port Lympne, near Hythe. 

Head of the large carnivore 
section, Mr Warren, said: 
“These cute cubs had a hard 
start in life, as their mum left 
them. We made the decision to 
hand-raise them so that they 
would get the nutrition and 
care they needed. 

“I got them at two days old. 
It’s not instinctive for them to 
suckle from a bottle so you 
have to teach them in human 
ways. It took a bit of time and

for the first few days I had about 
two hours’ sleep. After that 
they started to suckle and I fed 
them every two hours for about 
two months before it got easier; 
every three then four hours. 

“Even now they still do four 
feeds a day but they are on 
meat so that is a lot easier.” 

There are believed to be only 
400 Siberian, or Amur, tigers 
left in the wild so it is important 
for this pair to do well. 

Mr Warren said: “I was tak¬ 
ing them home with me every¬ 
day. I had them at work with 


me, obviously, and we shared a 
car journey home before they 
spent the night at my house, as 
well as on my days off. 

“They have only been in this 
enclosure for three days now, 
up until then she has been 
sleeping on my bed. They cud¬ 
dled up with me at night. 
They’re very good, very gentle, 


just like a dog really. I love it. 
This is the best job in the world.” 

The boisterous brother and 
sister responded well to the care 
of their human parents, how¬ 
ever Arina showed signs early 
on of lack of bone mass, caus¬ 
ing her to walk with a limp. 

Neil Spooner, animal direc¬ 
tor, explained: “We noticed 



that Arina was not developing 
as quickly as her brother and it 
became evident that she was 
suffering from a lack of calcifi¬ 
cation of her limbs. She has al¬ 
ready undergone surgery to 
correct the limp, which has 
been partially successful - how¬ 
ever we will have to wait for 
her bones to develop further 


before we can look at pinning 
the leg to fully correct it.” 

Siberian tigers have been 
pushed to the edge of extinc¬ 
tion and remain on the endan¬ 
gered species red list as they are 
often hunted for their striking 
coats and a strong, misguided , 
belief that their bones and teeth 
have medicinal properties.

THE evocative summer sound of leather on wil¬ 
low could once again be a regular feature of the 
school playing field as a project aims to halt years 
of decline in the number of youngsters playing 
the classic summer sport of cricket. 

For centuries, the county has been synony¬ 
mous with the sport and continues to have a 
host of flourishing village and town clubs. 

But amid a wave of sold-off school playing fields 
and a sporting environment which is more than 
ever dominated by year-round football, cricket 
has seen a decline in the numbers of youngsters 
taking part and falling in love with it. 

Now, however, hope is at hand a revival could 
be upon us. 

Development agency Chance to Shine, run by 
the Cricket Foundation - a charitable trust fully 
endorsed by the game’s national governing 
body, the England and Wales Cricket Board 
(ECB) - wants to introduce as many children as 
possible to the sport and bring back traditional 
inter-school matches across the state sector. 

In Kent last year, the board ran 15 projects 
which included 121 primary schools, 12 sec¬ 
ondary schools and seven special schools. 

A recent £7.5million National Lottery invest¬ 
ment to the initiative is set to boost participation 
further, so this year there will be still more 
schools across the county taking part. 

Other sessions are being run by the sport’s 
county-level governing body, the Kent Cricket 


Board, which announced a £500,000 invest¬ 
ment in state school cricket last month. 

Clair Gould, director of operations, said: “We 
have seen an increase in the number of young 
players attending our clubs as a direct result of 
our coaching in schools. It has also helped to in¬ 
crease the profile of clubs and we will continue to 
forge stronger links with more local schools. 


“With this additional support from the Cricket 
Foundation, plans are in place for an expanded 
programme to cover the next four years.” 

In recent years, school cricket has been largely 
played by independent schools, but Merv Davey, 
assistant head teacher at Thanet’s Ursuline Col¬ 
lege which specialises in sports, is also optimistic 
about cricketing opportunities growing across

the board, for both boys and girls. 

“In recent years,” he says, “cricket has been 
something of a two-tier sport. There have been 
opportunities in grammar and independent 
schools to play, but this has not been the case in 
comprehensives, high schools, or academies. 

“Chance to Shine has a three-pronged strate¬ 
gy when it comes to developing the sport. 


“The first is introducing young people to the 
game and this is done by indoor games where 
everyone bats and bowls and the fielders have 
the chance to throw themselves around to stop 
the ball. It’s a fast and furious game and the best 
way to get people hooked at an early age. 

“Then there is training pupils in sports leader¬ 
ship so they can help younger age groups. 


“Finally, there is developing what is now 
called ‘hard ball’ cricket. In other words the 
game as it is traditionally played. This would in¬ 
clude school versus school competitive fixtures 
and satellite clubs using school facilities. 

“It is a fantastic opportunity - Kent has such a 
strong cricketing tradition so we really can de¬ 
velop it. Let’s hope the county team eventually 
benefit.” 

Since 2005, Chance to Shine has brought 
cricket and its educational benefits to 6,591 
state schools and has reached 1.8m children. 
The programme costs £5m a year to run, the 
equivalent of £15 per child, and in 2012 gave 
350,000 boys and girls competitive cricket op¬ 
portunities. 

Lydia Greenway, of Kent County Cricket Club, 
is one of the scheme’s ambassadors, along with 
star wicketkeeper Geraint Jones. 

She said: “I went to a state school which didn’t 
play cricket but I was lucky enough to be given 
the chance to play because of my Dad. But there 
are millions of youngsters out there who will 
never be given the opportunity and that is sad. 

“What Chance to Shine has done is fantastic 
- the aim is just to get more people playing from 
an early age and encourage them to play at 
whatever level they are comfortable with.” 

Minister for Sport and Faversham and mid- 
Kent MP Hugh Robertson added: “Chance to 
Shine has and continues to be a tremendous suc¬ 
cess. It is one of the most successful grassroots 
sports initiatives in this country that many other 
sports can learn lessons from.” 


CHALLENGING 



Cricket's decline has been put down to a 
number of key issues. 

Not only did the sale of school playing 
fields reduce the capacity for cricket at 
many state schools, but increasing 
Government focus on delivering results in 
the classroom has had a negative knock-on 
effect on school sports. 

The national obsession with football sees 
the sport now dominate year-round, while 
live Test cricket is almost exclusively 
confined to pay-TV platforms. 

In addition, it has proved difficult to 
activate interest in attention-tight young¬ 
sters for a game where the full version plays 
out across five days, and with the awful 
summer weather recently, games are 
frequently the victim of rain. 

However, there is much hope. The Ashes 
continues to capture the mood of the nation 
and the huge popularity of the quick-fire 20- 
over version of the game has established 
itself as a crowd favourite - as big crowds 
for Kent games will frequently testify.

Amy’s mother expected to watch 
Winehouse tribute at Dickens World 





AMY Winehouse's flame flared 
brightly, but tragically shortly in a 
career where she hit remarakble 
highs and terrible lows. 

Blessed with a rich singing voice 
which seemed at odds to her 
speaking voice and age, and a 
fashion style very much her own, 

Ms Winehouse emerged to huge 
critical, then commercial, acclaim 
with the albums Frank and the 
multi-million selling Back to Black. 

While she reached the pinnacle 
of her profession, her private life 
was often troubled and she 
developed dangerous addictions to 
both drugs and drink. 

These would ultimately lead to 
her tragic early death in July 2011, at 
her home in London, which sparked 
tributes from around the world.

Park rolls out big guns in hunt for £2bn funding

THE titanic task of raising the initial 
£30 million to build an ambitious 
multi-billion pound theme park with 
monster roller coasters and thrill rides, 
is under way. 

But those involved in the scheme 
admit plans to go out to public consul¬ 
tation in the first few weeks of 2013 
have been put on ice while it contin¬ 
ues in the planning stages. 

However, they say the response so 
far has been strong, and they remain 
confident the project will prove a huge 
success. 

The dream is to build the huge 8 70- 
acre park on a former cement factory 
site at the Swanscombe peninsula, 
near Gravesend. It has secured a 
rights deal with movie studio Para¬ 
mount which will allow it to theme 
rides and events around some of its 
biggest hits. 

Paramount is behind the likes of 
Braveheart, Transformers, Mission: 
Impossible, and one of the biggest 
grossing films of all time, Titanic. 

Some £2 billion needs to be raised 
for the work to be completed. Backers 
want to throw open the gates to a pay¬ 
ing public by 2018. By which time, it 
is hoped some 2 7,000 new jobs would 
have been created. 


Since first being announced in Oc¬ 
tober much of the time since has been 
courting investors. 

Cement company Lafarge owns the 
land, and London Resort Company 
Holdings is pulling together investors 
and backers from around the world. 

A spokesman for LRCH said: “It was 
the aspiration to commence public 
consultation by now but in actuality 
the project is still in the planning and 


preparation phases.” 

On board so far are development 
and investment company Develop¬ 
ment Securities pic, site owner La¬ 
farge, and super scale construction 
company Brookfield Multiplex. 

A spokesman for the project said 
everyone is working flat out to raise 
the first phase cash requirement of 
around £30m which will pay for feasi¬ 
bility studies and consultant reports. 


Talks are also under way with the 
government to make the site an Enter¬ 
prise Zone, which will attract more fi¬ 
nancial backing. 

The developers want to make the 
park Europe’s leading entertainment 
destination - bigger even than Dis¬ 
neyland Paris. 

It will feature Europe’s largest in¬ 
door water park, theatres, live music 
venues, attractions, cinemas, restau¬ 
rants, event space and hotels. 

The complex will be just minutes 
from the Ebbsfleet high speed station 
and just 17 minutes from London. 
Paris is two hours away. 

Tony Sefton, project leader for Lon¬ 
don Resort Company Holdings, told 
this paper: “The big drive for us now is 
to secure further funding which will 
enable us to commence the next phase 
of the project, through to the submis¬ 
sion of the first planning application 
later this year. 

“Appetite from investors, from in¬ 
ternational banks to sovereign wealth 
funds and high net-worth individuals, 
has been very encouraging. 

“We also have a healthy, on-going 
dialogue with Government and are in 
the process of exploring a new type of 
Enterprise Zone - an Entertainment 
Enterprise Zone - which would help 
accelerate the funding process. We 
have built a stellar development team 


around the project, all of whom share 
the same commitment to turning the 
vision into reality, in creating a world 
class entertainment destination to 
bring a myriad of economic and social 
benefits to Kent.” 

LRCH has taken on Chris Townsend 
as commercial director. He previously 
held the same position for the London 
2012 Olympic Games, raising a huge 
sum for the highly successful event. 

He said: “I am looking forward to 
capitalising on the encouraging appe¬ 
tite from investors to date, and show¬ 
casing the project to a wide range of 
national and international parties.” 

Mr Sefton added: “He is busy lead¬ 
ing the investment drive, showcasing 
the scheme to a wide range of national 
and international parties. 

“Having confirmed our partnership 
with Paramount Pictures, we are also 
in the process of negotiating on a 
number of further commercial agree¬ 
ments with third parties.” 

In just two years, a Paramount park 
is due to open in Spain featuring a Ti¬ 
tanic Experience and rides based on 
Star Trek and War Of The Worlds. 

The Swanscombe site straddles both 
Gravesham and Dartford councils, 
and a spokesman said they are putting 
together a crack team of experts to 
help navigate the planning permis¬ 
sion minefield.

PARALYMPIC legend Dame Sarah Storey has 
become the latest famous face to put her name to 
one of the high-speed Javelin trains racing 
through the Kent countryside. 

The 2 2-time Paralympic medallist is one of a 
number of big names selected by Southeastern 
staff to lend their names to trains. 

The Javelins - which operate through Kent 
into St Pancras as the UK’s first and only domes¬ 
tic high-speed service - shuttled more than 2.4 
million spectators to and from the Olympic Park 
during the Games last summer.

Ahead, the owners of Southeastern said: “Dame 
Sarah Storey is a veteran of six Paralympic 
Games for both swimming and cycling. 

“Britain cheered her on last year when she 
stormed home to add four more gold medals to 
her magnificent tally, making her one of the 
most successful Paralympians in history. 

“I am delighted that staff at Southeastern have 
chosen her name to appear on the side of a Jave¬ 
lin train.” 

Dame Sarah added: “I feel incredibly honoured 
and am very proud to have been chosen to have 
my name on the side of a high-speed Javelin 
train.” 

Some 13 of the trains are already named after 
some of the UK’s most successful athletes, in¬ 
cluding Hildenborough’s Dame Kelly Holmes 
and Lord Sebastian Coe.

Bully jailed for ‘frenzied and brutal’ attack 
that left month-old baby fighting for his life

A CRUEL ‘bully’ who subjected a one- 
month-old baby to a violent assault, 
was this week starting a jail term. 

Nathan Rawling, 36, formerly of St 
Gregory’s Crescent, Gravesend, was 
found guilty of causing grievous bodi¬ 
ly harm with intent following a three- 
week trial at Maidstone Crown Court. 
He will serve 10 years behind bars. 

The man left the baby with so many 
injuries and fractures he spent more 
than a month fighting for his life after 
a crime which shocked the community. 

Rawling was arrested after the baby 
boy, who cannot be named, was 
rushed to Darent Valley Hospital in 
respiratory arrest on December 1, 
2011. After examination, the infant 
was found to have multiple and life- 
threatening injuries, including 26 rib 
fractures, a fractured right arm and 
fractures to both collarbones, as well 
as numerous bruises. 

As a result of the trauma to his 
chest, he suffered punctured lungs 
and had to be resuscitated as he was 
not breathing.

Rawling claimed the small baby 
had stopped breathing and he had to 
perform CPR, which resulted in the 
injuries sustained, but officers and 
hospital staff doubted his story and he 
was arrested on suspicion of assault 


hours after arriving at the hospital. 

The baby was transferred to Kings 
College Hospital in London, where he 
spent more than a month in a serious 
condition. 

But after dedicated work by medical 
professionals, he made an excellent 
recovery and was released from hospi¬ 
tal on January 3, 2012. 

Senior investigating officer Detec¬ 
tive Chief Inspector Andrew Pritchard 
of the Operational Public Protection 
Unit welcomed the verdict. 

He said: “This was an extremely se¬ 
rious assault on an innocent baby 
boy. In my service I have not seen 
such extensive injuries on such a 
young child. 

“It was a case that shocked the pub¬ 
lic and caused considerable commu¬ 
nity tension in Gravesend. 

“The infant, who was just 31 days 
old, suffered incredible trauma, which 
arguably should have cost him his life 
or at the very least left him with long¬ 
term medical problems. 

“However, thanks to the excellent 
work of the doctors and nurses at Dar¬ 
ent Valley Hospital and Kings College 
Hospital, he not only survived the at¬ 


tack but is now doing well. 

“Rawling is a bully who took out his 
anger in the most cowardly way pos¬ 
sible when he assaulted this baby and 
it is satisfying to see that justice has 
been served. 

“I would like to take this opportu¬ 
nity to thank officers for their tireless 
investigation into this both tragic and 
disturbing case, and to praise medical 
staff who not only saved the infant’s 
life but helped to convict his attacker 
through their evidence. Cases like this 
are incredibly traumatic and difficult 
for those working on them, and those 
involved were professional to the last, 
allowing us to gather the best possible 
evidence to put before the court. 

“I would also like to acknowledge 
the Gravesend community who held 
vigils and sent hundreds of letters and 
well-wishes to the baby. 

“I cannot overestimate the devas¬ 
tating impact this assault has had on 
the community and would like to 
thank them all for staying calm and 
keeping the focus on the child’s recov¬ 
ery rather than his attacker.” 

Rawling will serve a minimum of 
five years in prison. 


CONVICTION 


Prosecutor Simon Ringrose, 
from the Crown Prosecution 
Service's south east complex 
casework unit, said: “The baby, 
who was only a month old, 
was subjected to what can 
only be described as a frenzied, 
brutal and repeated assault 
by Nathan Rawling, which 
left him with life-threatening 
injuries. 

"It is down to the swift and 
expert intervention of the 
doctors and nurses at Darent 
Valley Hospital that he survived 
this attack. 

"It is also thanks to the 
evidence of some of these 
medical professionals that the 
CPS was able to prove to the 
jury that these injuries could not 
have been inflicted accidentally, 
would have caused the baby 
acute distress and were 
intended to cause serious 
harm."

Oyster festival moves under 
umbrella of events company

AN EVENTS management company which 
has been involved in the likes of music and 
arts festival giants Glastonbury and Lati¬ 
tude has been handed the reins of the pop¬ 
ular Whitstable Oyster Festival. 

The Event Umbrella is based on an indus¬ 
trial estate on the outskirts of the seaside 
town and last year was drafted in to stabilise 
Canterbury music festival Lounge on the 
Farm after it fell foul of local authorities. 
Last summer’s event ran without incident. 

It emerged triumphant in securing the 
rights to stage the Whistable event after 
the management contract was put out to 
tender by Canterbury City Council. 

The Event Umbrella will receive £30,000 
to stage the event.

Rise in water prices to wash away savings

SOUTHERN Water customers across 
the county will soon see money gush¬ 
ing from their bank accounts to pay 
for the second highest water and sew¬ 
age bill increase in the country. 

Bill payers in the UK can expect an 
average rise of 3.5 per cent this year. 

That’s less than the previous in¬ 
crease of 5.7 per cent, but will still be a 
blow for cash-strapped families. 

Industry watchdog Ofwat said the 
increase will mean the average bill 
nationwide will be £338 from April. 

But in Kent, water and sewage pro¬ 
vider Southern Water has the second 
largest rise in England. The highest is 
Thames at 5.5 per cent. 

Southern Water said: “The average 
bill for both water and wastewater 
services has increased by £23 - ap¬ 
proximately £ 1.9 0 per month - or 5.3 
per cent compared with last year. ” 

It says the money will go towards its 
£1.8 billion five-year capital improve¬ 
ment programme which started in 
2010, explaining: “The programme 
includes the replacement of hundreds 
of kilometres of water mains and sew¬ 
ers, along with schemes to help pre¬ 
vent flooding, safeguard supplies, re¬ 
duce leakage, improve water quality

and enhance wastewater treatment.” 

Southern Water’s chief customer 
officer, Darren Bentham, said: “The 
programme includes more than 330 
environmental projects - that’s more 
than any other water company and 
makes up a large part of our invest¬ 


ment. These are in response to new 
European legislation and will have 
many environmental benefits. How¬ 
ever, it’s a fine balance - while charg¬ 
es must rise to meet the cost of our in¬ 
vestment, we have a duty to customers 
to keep increases to a minimum. ” 


At South East Water, which only 
provides water, the rise is three per 
cent, taking the average bill to £201. 
Last year’s rise was 4.6 per cent. 

It too is spending on an improve¬ 
ment programme which should be 
completed by 2015. 


Customer services director Steve 
George said: “We believe an average 
cost for drinking water of just 55 
pence per day remains excellent value, 
but we do appreciate that some of our 
customers may be experiencing finan¬ 
cial difficulties and so we have meas¬ 
ures in place to help.” 

Customers of A ffinity South East, 
which was formerly part of the Veolia 
group, will see an increase of 3.1 per 
cent to an average of £203 for water 
only, about 56 pence per day. 

It too is mid-way through a five-year 
programme costing £34.5 million, 
which includes the renewal and im¬ 
provement of treatment plants, con¬ 
struction of new strategic mains and a 
rolling programme of mains renewal 
which minimises the risk of bursts. 

Defending the rises, Ofwat chief ex¬ 
ecutive Regina Finn said: “In 2009, 
companies wanted bills rises of 10 per 
cent above inflation. That didn’t chime 
with what customers told us they 
wanted, so we said they could only in¬ 
crease bills in line with inflation. 

“We understand there is huge pres¬ 
sure on households, and any rise is 
unwelcome. Inflation is driving these 
increases. We will make sure custom¬ 
ers get value for money and if compa¬ 
nies fall short in delivering investment 
promises, we will take action.”

Girl, 18, dragged to remote 
cabin and told by thug: ‘I’ve 
brought you here to kill you’

CRUEL Levi Lewis Eastwood is this 
week starting a three-year jail term 
after putting his girlfriend through 
a terrifying frenzy of abuse, which 
culminated in her being trapped in a 
remote cabin in the Kent countryside. 

Eastwood, 20, of Scratton Fields, 
Sole Street, near Meopham, had taken 
cocaine when he began assaulting his 
18-year-old partner. 

She was punched and kicked and 
her hair extensions ripped out. 


THREE men were arrested in a string 
of early morning raids as part of the 
police's ongoing crackdown against 
burglary in Medway. 

Warrants were executed across the 
towns in the early hours of Tuesday

She agreed to meet him one last time 
to formally end their relationship on 
July 14 last year. 

But Eastwood’s temper flared out of 
control and he repeatedly hit and 
kicked his victim before dragging her 
through woodland near Sole Street to 
an isolated building where he told her: 
“You don’t have long to live, I’ve 
brought you here to kill you.”

4x4 vehicles accelerate to top of 
the crime list as police forced to 
pen open letter to ‘at risk’ owners

POLICE chiefs have penned an open 
letter to the owners of Land Rovers 
across the county, in a bid to warn 
them of a major rise in thefts of the 
4x4 vehicles. 

Officers recommend a whole raft 
of security devices and methods 
owners should deploy to crack¬ 
down on a problem which is fast ac¬ 
celerating away from officers. 

The advice includes to keep them 
in an alarmed secure garage when 
not used or a well lit area, and even 
to consider installing security bol¬ 
lards to ‘pen’ them in. 

Other security advice includes 
not just steering locks, but also 
locks on the gear lever, and pedals, 
plus trackers, battery removal, 
clamps, and keeping keys hidden. 

The warning comes after Kent 
Police said there had been a rash 
of recent crimes targeting Land 


Rovers. They said in recent months, 
more than 10 thefts of the older 
style 4x4s have been reported in 


the east of the county. 

Inspector Jerry Prodger ex¬ 
plained: “It is likely that, once sto¬ 


len, the Defenders are dismantled 
and the parts sold on separately. 

“Given that there has been a se¬ 
ries of these thefts in the east of the 
county, we are asking owners to 
keep their vehicles fully secured. 
Where possible, Defenders should 
be kept locked away in secure ga¬ 
rages, or blocked in by other vehi¬ 
cles and so made difficult to move.” 

Peter Kent, who runs the Kent 
Land Rover Club, added: “You 
should have good security on all ve¬ 
hicles, but there does seem to be a 
bit of a trend against Land Rovers 
at the moment. 

“Mine has been attacked and a 
winch taken from the front. The 
thieves may be after parts or whole 
vehicles. 

“It is a worry and stepping up the 
security of your vehicle is excellent 
advice. There are many things that 
can be done, and the police are 
right to bring this to the attention 
of owners.”

Let’s draw up a really fair law 


Tory MP Sir Roger Gale hit the headlines for his comments during the 
gay marriage debate, but his proposals are perhaps wider reaching 


THE same-sex marriage bill has 
been given, with the support of 
most of the Labour Party, most 
of the Liberal Democrats, and a 
minority of the Conservative 
Party, a second reading. 

It now has to be subjected to 
pre-committee scrutiny, to a 
committee stage, a report stage 
and a third reading. 

On the assumption the bill 
survives this process, it will then 
be sent the House of Lords where 
its future is far less certain. 

It is at that point it will be 
possible to table serious amend¬ 
ments that may mitigate at 
least some of the most deleteri¬ 
ous effects of the legislation and, 
perhaps, produce a bill rather 
more acceptable to a majority on 
the Government benches than 
the present dog’s breakfast of 
ill-thought-through ideas. 

In the House of Commons de¬ 
bate, I put forward a radical pro¬ 
posal that has been widely and, 
in some cases probably deliber¬ 
ately, misconstrued. 


While reports that I have 
sought to compare gay mar¬ 
riage with incest are simply lu¬ 
dicrous and wholly without 
foundation, it is a fact there is a 
group of people who were quite 
deliberately excluded from the 
provisions of the Labour 
Government's civil partner¬ 
ships bill and that group does 
include siblings. 

I have suggested, in place of 
the same-sex marriage bill, the 
abolition of the provision for 
civil marriage and of the civil 
partnerships act and the re¬ 
placement of both with a civil 
union conducted by the regis¬ 
trar. A civil union would sepa¬ 
rate Church from a state that 
has no right or business to 
meddle in marriage and would 
leave marriage, clearly defined 
as a union between one man 
and one woman for life, as the 
prerogative of faith groups. 

The civil union would make 
provision, in law, for all of those 
who do not wish to embark 


upon a religious marriage and 
would provide for the full and 
equivalent legal, property and 
other rights currently covered 
by civil proceedings. 

It would be quintessentially 
‘equal’ and would include sib¬ 
lings and others barred from 
the present civil partnership. 

In this context, it is worth not¬ 
ing the provision for siblings has, 
since my speech, already aroused 
the interest of those, mainly eld¬ 
erly, brothers or sisters currently 
facing the loss of transferable 
benefits or even the loss of a 
home upon the death of one of 
two people as a result of the im¬ 
position of inheritance tax from 
which same-sex couples, but not 
siblings, are protected. 

I am given permission to cite, 
as an example, two sisters, cur¬ 
rently in their 60s, living in 
mid Kent. They have always 
shared a home. Through the 
premature loss of their parents 
they lived with an ‘aunt’ who 
developed Alzheimer’s disease.

One of the two ladies went out 
to work while the other stayed 
at home as a carer. They 
bought, jointly, a home. When 
the aunt died, the other sister 
resumed her career. They then 
received notification that, un¬ 
like a married couple or lesbi¬ 
ans in a civil partnership, they 
could not inherit either SERPS 
or state pension rights This sib¬ 
ling relationship has lasted for 
more than 64 years; longer 
than most marriages. 

If the Labour MP Chris Bry¬ 
ant is any authority then it 
would appear the homosexual 
lobby sees my proposal as a 
“wrecking amendment” and 
will no doubt oppose it. It also 
does not satisfy the PM’s desire 
to deliver ‘same sex marriage’. 

It might, though, prove to be 
rather more acceptable to more 
people and introduce the real 
rather than the, at present, ex¬ 
clusive, equality those behind 
this legislation claim they wish 
to see.

Seems doctor 
talks Bullion 

I WAS amused to see the letter 
from Dr Alan Bullion (KoS 
27/01) which was remarkably 
similar to a piece written by 
a Brussels-based freelance 
journalist associated with Lib 
Dem MEP Baroness (Sarah) 
Ludford. 

That Britain has always 
stood and fought for its 
interests and principles in 
Europe is a point well made, 
but the limited success in this 
stand is left unmentioned. 

Similarly, our role in driving 
the single market, which is 
rather less than complete, 
where it needs to be in the area 


of services which is particu¬ 
larly important to Britain. 

The claim the EU has created 
3.5 million jobs is new to me, 
and I would be interested in 
seeing the evidence. 

More common is the claim 
that 3.5 mi l l ion UK jobs are 
linked to the export of goods 
and services to the EU. 

In fact, the UK runs a deficit 
with the rest of the EU, but a 
surplus with the rest of the 
world. Other EU member states 
would not wish to lose this 
trade, even if they were allowed 
to under world trade rules, and 
under Article 50 of the Lisbon 
Treaty (the exit clause) a 
proper trade agreement would 
be part of the exit process. 

Similarly the statement that 
the EU has made the average 
British household £3,300 
better off per year is based on 
a UK government publication 
from February 2011, The UK 
and the Single Market, which 
actually claims “the single 
market may be responsible 
for income gains in the UK 
between two and six per cent, 
that is between £1,100 and 
£3,300 a year per British 
household”. 

It is interesting the word 
‘may’ does not appear in Dr 
Bullion’s presentation and 
the higher figure is presented 
as gospel. 

As before, a proper trade 
agreement should leave us at 
the very least no worse off.

Commemorative trip to 
honour tragic sailors of 
doomed HMS Lightning

BETWEEN August and Novem¬ 
ber 1943, HMS Lightning and 
her crew spent time in 
Chatham, as the Royal Navy 
destroyer underwent a refit. 

At a time of war, the sight of 
great crafts being prepared for 
battle amid the steam, steel and 
sparks of the dockyard was 
nothing new. 

Yet as it set sail for duty off 
the coast of north Africa, few 
would imagine that within four 
months it would be destroyed 
and lie in tatters on the sea bed 
- with more than 40 sailors left 
dead, and others leaping for 
their lives. 

Originally commissioned in 
1941 and built in the shipyards 
of the north east, she had been 
mostly used to escort convoys 
to and from British bases in the 
Mediterranean, including Gi¬ 
braltar and the notorious con¬ 
voys to Malta. 

HMS Lightning even escort¬ 
ed Winston Churchill’s ship as 
he travelled to talk with Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt in December 
1941. 

Her sad demise, therefore, 
continues to be felt. 

Now there are plans afoot for 
a special commemorative jour¬ 
ney to visit the area off the coast 
of Tunisia in which she sank - 
with organisers hoping rela¬ 
tives of the 45 men who lost 
their lives will join them in pay¬ 
ing a special tribute on what 
will be its 70th anniversary. 

Mike Scott of Upchurch- 
based Spirit of Remembrance, 
the local branch of the interna¬ 
tional organisation which spe¬ 
cialises in remembrance tours, 
explains: “We have been ap¬ 


proached by descendants of 
some of the 227 crew, in par¬ 
ticular the 45 who died as 
Lightning was sunk, to arrange 
a tour. 

“We will provide the oppor¬ 
tunity for relatives to visit the 
sight of the sinking to under¬ 
take an act of remembrance 
and commemoration.” 

HMS Lightning was sunk by 
German torpedoes after escort¬ 
ing troop and supply ships be¬ 
tween Algiers and Bone in the 
day, and attacking enemy con¬ 
voys at night. 

Mr Scott adds: “Lightning 
was attacked at night so the 
men struggled in the dark, 
fighting for their lives in the 
waters which were covered in 
debris and oil as their ship and 
comrades went down. ” 

Her last voyage had left Bone 
at 5.45pm. Her mission was to 
provide cover to two cruisers as 
part of an attack on a German 
convoy out of Sicily bound for 
Tunisia. 

The Germans, however, got 
wind of the plans, and 12 tor¬ 
pedo bombers attacked Light¬ 
ning at around 6.50pm. In the 
brutal gun fight which erupted, 
the ship shot down one of the 
attackers as it looked to protect 
itself and limit damage. 

However, later that night, 
just moments after intercept-

ing a German message warn¬ 
ing of an impending attack, she 
was set upon by a host of tor¬ 
pedo boats. 

Unable to swiftly strike back, 
Lightning was hit time and 
again in a savage attack. 

The crew began to abandon 
the ship as it swiftly became ap¬ 
parent she was sinking. 

The vast majority of the sur¬ 
vivors were picked up by sister 
ship the HMS Loyal and re¬ 
turned to shore in the early 
hours of the following morn¬ 
ing. The crew was then dis¬ 
banded. 

Adds Mr Scott: “Last August, 
we arranged a tour for a Phyllis 
Clemens to visit the site of the 
sinking of HMS Egret to pay her 
respects to her first husband 
who died with 196 fellow crew¬ 
men when the Egret was sunk 
in 1943. It was the first time 
that she had an opportunity to 
say goodbye properly. 

“We want to arrange a tour 
to Lightning with the same 
aims as we have for relatives of 
the crew of HMS Egret.”

Back on the road... pleasin' you 


A S synonymous with Englishness 
as a cup of tea and terrible 
weather, original ‘rockney’ 
musicians Chas & Dave have 
come out of temporary retirement 
to treat the nation. 

The London duo stepped out of the spotlight 
when guitars man Dave Peacock took a break 
following the death of his wife Sue in 2009, but 
with their toe-tapping, sing-along classics at the 
ready, the talented pair will tour the UK once 
more, with no fewer than four dates booked in 
their beloved Kent. 

Pianist, banjoist, guitarist and vocalist Chas 
Hodges is itching to get back on stage with his 
mate. He even sang (to the accompaniment of 
his guitar) the classic Ain’t No Pleasin’ You to 
me during this interview. 

“I’m always playing - it’s my life. I’ve got my 
guitars and piano lid open right in front of me. 
Whether I earned a living out of it or not, I 
would always play,” he said. 

A BBC documentary on the Chas & Dave hit- 
machine suggested that the pair would not re¬ 
form and would be consigned to history books. 

“As you know, life changes. When you lose 
somebody, you think you’re never gonna feel 
any different to how you do at that moment. 

“When Dave’s wife died, he decided to pack 
up and I just left it to him. You never get over 
it, but as time goes on it can heal and you begin 
to see things you might want to do again. Dave 
fancied doing another tour and so here we are.” 

Before the cockney pair formed in 19 72, 
Hodges had already had a successful career in 
music, playing with the likes of Jerry Lee Lewis 
and Mike Berry and the Outlaws, but it was 
with Peacock that he burst into the charts. 

“Me and Dave got together in the 70s and our 
act was mainly cover versions of rock’n’roll 
songs, Chuck Berry, Jerry Lee Lewis and old stuff. 

“So the first half of the show is going to be 
Chas & Dave from the 70s, all the bits we did in 
the pubs back then. The second half is going to 
be the hits. So it’s a life story of us, really.” 

Songs like Rabbit, Gertcha and The Sideboard 
Song were all inspired by mid-20th-century 
English life but none more so, of course, than 
the holiday anthem, Margate. 

Featuring the county in their songs is not the 
only link Chas & Dave have with Kent: “My

earliest memories were of Kent. We had moved 
to Bethersden, near Ashford. I was three and I 
remember it well. Coming from London, it was 
like heaven because I hadn’t seen cows or sheep 
or open fields before. I still remember it vividly. 

“Me and my wife go down there a lot. We 
love the area. Our old house is called White Hall 
Farm. We always drive past and have a look.” 

With a career spanning 40 years, it is no 
surprise the pair have clocked up both hits and 
miles on the tour bus - or that Hodges gets itchy 
feet when not performing. 

“Dave loves doing the odd tour, but he 
doesn’t like gigging all the time - he has other 
interests. But I live for being on the road - that 
don’t mean living out of a suitcase, but I do two 
or three a week. I feel alive when I’m gigging.” 

The journey has taken the duo into the 
sporting world, penning theme songs for 
Hodges’s beloved Tottenham Hotspur Football 
Club as they reached several cup finals during 
the 70s, 80s and 90s. It’s something that he 
would do proudly again... should, of course, 


Tottenham ever get to another final. 

The pair’s ability to create catchy tunes has 
led to others in the sports world reaching out for 
inspiration. And 25 years after the release of 
their song Snooker Loopy, Hodges teamed up 
with sports promoter Barry Hearn once more. 

“I’ve done a record for Barry Hearn. To cut 
a long story short, I’ve released a song about 
darts: I’ve Got My Ticket To The Darts. I’ll give 
it a plug now because when you download it all 
the money goes to the Haven House Children’s 
Hospice. So I’ll be doing that on the tour and 
hopefully it will get a few bob for the charity.” 

He remains prolific and is working on 
another solo album to be released later this 
month: “It’s a tribute to all the people I’ve made 
music with over the years.” 

Now living in Stevenage, Hertfordshire, 
Hodges is looking forward to his return to Kent, 
with shows in Chatham, Tunbridge Wells, 
Margate and Dartford: “Wherever we play, we 
get a good reaction - but particularly in Kent. 
We get a good gig when we play Dartford.”

He has played solo at the Tap’n’Tin 
in Chatham: “Pete Doherty played there with 
me. We want to play that again - it’s a great 
club with a great atmosphere.” 

Other contemporary musicians who wax 
lyrical about Chas & Dave include Jools Holland 
andPhill Jupitus. 

They are a British institution, but in his 
typically down-to-earth manner Hodges sums 
it all up in one sentence: “I can see people 
enjoying it and I’m enjoying it. It’s not a 
hardship. People say to me ‘You workin’ 
tonight?’ I don’t work -1 play the piano and I 
mean it when I say ‘This is not work for me’.”

C HANGING the perception of a res¬ 
taurant can be a tricky business, 
but when the task is done it can be 
the catalyst for a new lease of life. 

Chives at Broome Park on the 
outskirts of Canterbury is one eat¬ 
ery that has such a new zest about it and is itch¬ 
ing to tell everyone, even boasting its own seven- 
course tasting menu. 

Set in the mansion house formerly owned by 
Lord Kitchener, guests can gather in the spec¬ 
tacular lounge area, sip drinks and choose their 
courses on sofas in front of the warm fire. Like a 
scene from Downton Abbey, you are shown 
through to the picturesque restaurant area in 
time to start your meal. 

The weekend menu offers three courses and a 
coffee for a reasonable £35 per person. 

As an appetiser, we went for a medley of suc¬ 
culent olives, crumbly feta and sun-dried toma¬ 
toes, along with breads for the table. 

With a bit of Broome Park history and some 
information about the ingredients used at Chives 
from our host, the starters arrived. 

Seared scallops, which were cooked beautiful¬ 
ly, were served with battered cauliflower beig- 
nets on fennel, pine-nuts and mustard aioli. The 
presentation of the dish was impressive and the 
ingredients worked well together. My guest chose

the soup of the day - a rich, creamy mix of potato 
and cauliflower that was simple but delicious, if 
a little dear at the individual price of £9. 

I followed up with pistachio-crusted lamb on 
pea puree, ravioli with sherry sauce and minted 
yoghurt. Again the dish was spectacular in ap¬ 
pearance and the flavours traditional but with 
an injection of invention. However, next time I 
would like to try the lamb on its own to get the 
fullness of flavour. 

My guest chose a succulent and superbly-cooked 
chicken breast filled with a spinach-and-leek- 


stuffed crepe, celeriac crush and spiced tomato jus. 

Perfect portion sizes allowed us to eat dessert 
without discomfort. We almost went for the 
Chives on the Green option, where diners have a 
taste of each dessert. Instead we shared home¬ 
made profiteroles filled with ice-cream and 
topped with warm chocolate; it went down very 
easily. We also opted for a more adventurous 
vanilla panna cotta with creme brulee and jelly 
of gin and tonic with cinammon tuile (savoury 
wafer biscuit). Again the dish was neatly pre¬ 
sented, featuring little parcels on the plate. The 
clear jelly hosted a tiny piece of lime, while all 
three dessert sections were delicious. 

Throughout the evening the service was at¬ 
tentive, friendly and knowledgeable. The atmos¬ 
phere was as you would expect for a manor- 
house restaurant - well mannered and relaxing. 

With drinks, the bill came to £94. We had 
three very good courses, with progressive food 
that made us want to return. 

Don’t be scared by the golf course or the gravel 
driveway - Chives is not just for hotel guests. As 
Lord Kitchener might say, ‘They want you’.

Second World War veterans will have free 
entry to the show as usual and, in recognition of 
the 60th anniversary of the end of the Korean 
War and the 50th anniversary of the ending of 


National Service, veterans of these will also 
enter free. 

There will be an exhibition of photographs 
depicting life during the war, the visit of Queen 
Elizabeth the Queen Mother to Deal, Kent land 
girls, Churchill and Montgomery visiting Dover 
and the Canterbury freedom marches. 

Tickets are available now, with a 20 per cent 
discount until Monday, April 8. Tickets are

for a family.

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Chocolatier takes a new 
direction with birth book

DUBBED “the real-life Willy Wonka”, 
chocolate expert Angus Kennedy is on 
the cusp of a new title - best-selling 
author. 

But his new book, which has rock¬ 
eted up the e-reader download charts, 
does not cover the subject that you 
might expect. 

The head of the famous Kennedy’s 
Confection magazine based in Pad- 
dock Wood, Kennedy was renowned 
throughout the chocolate industry as 
a master taster and the editor of the 
120 year-old publication. 

But in September 2011 an event in 
his life sparked the writer to pen The 
Kitchen Baby. 

The father of five from West Far- 
leigh, near Maidstone, said: “Writing 
has always been a passion of mine. I 
have written five novels previously, 
but I wanted to do a live diary for my¬ 


self, about having a family and kids 
and stuff - it wasn’t going to be for 
publication. 

“In the middle of the night, my wife 
Sophie went into labour with our fifth 
child. Basically, the ambulance didn’t 
come. We had called it and waited, 
but it started dawning on us that we 
weren’t going to get any help.” 

Kennedy edited his family public¬ 
ation, which reaches 5,000 confec¬ 
tionary businesses worldwide, for 
more than 20 years, having taken 
over from his father. He was also con¬ 
sidered one of the top chocolate- 
tasters in the world, with large confec¬ 
tionary organisations using his palate 
to try out their latest sweets. 

At one point he was said to be try¬ 
ing some 200 new products a month 
before retiring due to health reasons. 

But now the passion for writing has 
taken a very new direction, with his 
own family becoming the subject. 

“It was a complicated birth - it 


wasn’t very straightforward. The cord 
was around the baby’s neck and be¬ 
cause my wife had had a C-section 
previously it was considered too dan¬ 
gerous to have a home birth. 

“So of course she got very scared 
when this all started happening.” 

The 47-year-old was told by the 
emergency-service phone-operators 
to stay on the phone to them while the 
birth was taking place. 

“The four kids started coming down 
the stairs. My eldest daughter was 
holding hands with her mum and all 
the family was helping mum deliver 
the baby and it was an amazing expe¬ 
rience. 

“My wife was on the floor for two 
hours before the midwife eventually 
came. 

“It’s not a hero story - it’s quite dif¬ 
ferent. It’s about how it was, rather 
than a ‘what to do’ book. 

“I didn’t know if the baby was going 
to live at one point, so I have just writ-

ten what my feelings were. It tells the 
truth and often magazines don’t tell 
the truth. 

“They have a picture of a woman 
being perfectly happy and pregnant 
when what is really going on is that 
you are trying to stop your six-year- 
old running in the road on the way to 
school while you’re vomiting morn¬ 
ing sickness on the pavement.” 

When he recounted the story to a 
number of his friends, Kennedy was 
persuaded to start writing the tale as a 


book to be published. The Kitchen 
Baby was released on the internet for 
Kindle last week. 

“It has just started clicking how 
much e-books are taking off. My book 
went up to eight in the fertility section 
within 24 hours. It’s been unbeliev¬ 
able. Then it went up to the top 50 in 
the motherhood section out of thou¬ 
sands of books - it’s just rocketing at 
the moment. 

“It’s obviously still in the early stag¬ 
es, but it is starting to get interesting.” 


No easy answers to the slaughter, says Oddie 



WHO’S THE HUNTER NOW? The poacher must plead for his life

IT is one of the environmental 
horror stories of our time and, 
as the grim toll keep mounting, 
there seems no end in sight to 
the slaughter of Africa’s 
elephants and rhinos. 

The subject is tackled in the 
play Snared, being performed 
at The Gulbenkian in 
Canterbury this month. Set in 
Zambia, it features an African 
hunter who has been trapped 
by his own snare. As if things 
weren't bad enough for him, he 
has been found by an angry 
conservationist with a gun. The 
hunter has to plead for his life. 

Although the play's writer, 
Floyd Toulet, insists that 
Snared is a drama rather than 
simply a piece preaching 
conservation and he wants to 
“approach it from both sides", 
the presence of prominent 


conservationists Ian Redmond 
and BiLL Oddie for a post-show 
discussion suggests that such 
a line is not going to go 
unrepresented. 

Oddie, certainly, is in no 
doubt. "Absolutely that's why 


I’m there!" he told Kent 
Weekend. 

His love of wildlife could 
never be doubted, as anyone 
who saw him on BBC's 
Springwatch, for example, 
would testify. Fie is, however, 


not blind to the stark realities 
of a world that is arguably 
changing faster than ever 
before. Asked if he believed the 
poaching of rhinos and 
elephants for the horn and 
ivory trade could ever be 
stopped, he said: 
"Unfortunately, if I was to be 
totally, brutally honest, it 
won't. 

“I saw David Attenborough 
at a supper and asked him if I 
was in trouble as I sometimes 
felt very negative about it all. 
Fie looked at me and said 'We 
all do that - but it's not going 
to do any good, is it!'. The 
implication was clear - all you 
can do is keep going. 

"There are knowledgeable, 
trustworthy people who have 
right on their side - and we 
have to believe in them. There 
are so many issues, not least in 
this country. All the time you 
have to learn what works, 


what can work. 

"Last year's opposition to the 
badger cull was a good 
example. What was really good 
was the way all the NGOs 
(Non-Governmental 
Organisations], all the animal- 
rights groups - everyone - 
were on the same side. 

"People were discussing 
how best to deploy pressure 
and get as many signatures as 
possible. 

"It was all the allies 
together, showing dignity, 
humour and eloquence." 

Oddie admits he's not an 
expert on the "African 
situation", although he does 
know "various countries, some 
of the problems and some of 
the people". 

"You're talking one degree 
wilder than being in Britain," he 
said. "People are poaching 
animals that themselves can 
be dangerous - it's a whole 


different game. These animals 
can run through your village 
and destroy it -1 don’t know 
how people in this country 
would deal with that." 

There is one thing of which 
Oddie is sure in relation to the 
whole sorry tale of poaching in 
Africa, though, and that's the 
importance of effective control. 

"For me," he said, "it has to 
be enforced by laws... legality 
and policing. It's no good just 
going on about education - it’s 
not enough."

Warm welcome for Balls as 
he hears traders’ concerns

WAYS to kick-start the economy were put for¬ 
ward by Ed Balls, the Shadow Chancellor, when 
he visited Dover Innovation Centre, home to 
small and medium-sized businesses in the town. 

Balls was accompanied by Clair Hawkins, the 
parliamentary candidate for Dover and Deal, for 
a tour and meeting, during which business- 
owners spoke about the challenges facing their 
companies in the current financial climate. 

They were met by Roger and Cindy Greaves, 
owners of the community hub, and business 
people involved in recruitment, shipping, distri¬ 
bution and security work. 

Fears over the gloomy state of the economy, 
problems with transport and lack of investment 
in capital projects were all on the agenda - along 
with the issue of accessing finance from banks 
that would allow businesses to grow. 

Balls, who received a notably warm welcome, 
told the meeting: “I spent a couple of hours yes¬ 
terday with around 20 Chamber of Commerce 
presidents and they were saying how the econo¬ 
my is flat, confidence is low and late paying of 
bills is a problem, as is accessing credit.” 

One businessman told the Shadow Chancellor 
that his relationship with his bank was at an all- 
time low. 

“I tried to set up a meeting but was told they 
no longer met their customers face to face,” he

tinations, but the group said they 
were not easily accessible. They 
also emphasised the lack of shops. 

“I live in Whitfield [on the edge of 
the town], but I shop in Canterbury, 
Folkestone or Broadstairs. 

“I can’t remember the last time I 
bothered to go into Dover,” said one 
woman. 

Hawkins said: “Businesses in 
Dover and Deal are crying out for 
more support from Government. 

“The VAT increase, bank charg¬ 
es, lack of lending and transport 
costs are all hurting local compa¬ 
nies. Government must act to de¬ 
liver growth, help local businesses 
and unlock the amazing potential 
of our location and community. 

“Instead of a town centre of emp¬ 
ty shops, we need to create Destin¬ 
ation Dover, where people visit and 
stay rather than pass through on 
their way to somewhere else.” 


Regenerate to unlock potential 


ED Balls also visited Medway 
small businesses at Elm Court 
Village, near Hempstead Valley. 

They said that there was a 
lack of support for small 
companies wanting to do 
business within Kent and also 
many were unable to access 
advice on such issues as PAYE. 

Lending and lack of cashflow 
as larger companies delayed 
paying small creditors were also 


discussed, as was what can be 
done to regenerate high streets. 
Medway - like Dover - was seen 
as having great potential but 
needing regeneration. 

Labour parliamentary 
candidate Tristan Osborne was 
part of the meeting. He said: "I 
spoke to many of the 
representatives and they were 
impressed that Ed Balls was 
willing to listen to them." 


MEMBERS of Dover’s business 
community told visiting Labour 
MP Ed Balls that the town had 
“massive potential” but was experi¬ 
encing “massive frustration”. 

Lack of investment, boarded-up 
shops and uncertainty over the 
future of the port were all big 
issues they shared with the Shadow 
Chancellor and Labour parliamen¬ 
tary candidate Clair Hawkins. 

The future of the Port of Dover 
was among the main concerns. 

Privatisation plans were thrown 
out late last year and the proposal, 
backed by local Conservative MP 
Charlie Elphicke, for a ‘people’s 
port’ is still on the table. But noth¬ 
ing has been decided, which has 
created a lack of confidence. 

Representatives of the town’s 
businesses said the port used to be a 
major local employer but many jobs 
had been contracted out, employ¬ 


ees who remained had no idea what 
the future held and fears of overseas 
shareholders taking over its run¬ 
ning - with no concern for local 
issues - were all pressing issues. 

They also called for greater links 
between the town and the port. 


“Cruise ships call here and people 
get on coaches to Canterbury,” the 
meeting was told. “There is no link 
between the town and the port. In 
any case there is nothing there.” 

Balls pointed to the castle and the 
White Cliffs as potential tourist des-

said. “Everything is just done over the phone.” 

Balls agreed that more should be done to make 
finances available and called on immediate Gov¬ 
ernment action to stimulate economic growth. 

His two primary suggestions concerned VAT. 
His first was for this to be cut back from 20 per 
cent to the level of two years ago at 17.5 per cent 
as a boost to consumer spending. 

The second thing he put forward was for VAT 
to be cut to just 5 per cent for maintenance work 
on homes, roof repairs and general refurbish¬ 
ment in a bid to help small and medium-sized 
businesses that are in construction but not win¬ 
ning major contracts. 


Balls was also firm in his commitment to the 
UK staying part of the EU. 

“Better in than out [of Europe],” he said. “The 
idea that you can cut yourself off and trade off 
the same terms is just not practical.” 

While at the centre, he toured the premises of 
a company named Fancy Box, which provides 
packaging for products made by companies such 
as Gucci, Sony and Warner. The family-run firm 
employs 180 full-time workers and is the largest 
single occupant of the centre. 

Chief executive Christopher Lawson showed 
Balls and Hawkins the production line and said 
he was pleased at the commitment shown by 
Labour to Europe. 

“Frankly, I’m amazed to see Ed Balls here,” he 
said. “But I’m impressed he has come down to 
Dover and he appears to understand the import¬ 
ance of the Eurozone, as much of our work in¬ 
volves exports.” 

After the meeting, Balls said: “Dover has a 
great community and businesses that can thrive. 

“[Chancellor] George Osborne should come to 
Dover and meet the small businesses I met here 
at the Innovation Centre, listen to their concerns 
and change course. 

“He should immediately action Labour’s 
economic-growth plan and temporarily cut 
National Insurance for small businesses and use 
the sale of 4G [mobile phone rights to be auc¬ 
tioned by industry-regulator Ofcom] to build 
100,000 new homes across the country.”

Hotelier disputes bank bills for 
‘unnecessary loan protection’

A KENT hotelier is claiming that his 
company was encouraged to take out 
unnecessary insurance packages by 
Barclays Bank, which then refused him 
the loan that the deals were meant to 
protect. 

Daniel Sangiuseppe is director of 
family business Castle wood Hotels, 
which runs the Burlington in Folke¬ 
stone, Abbots Barton in Canterbury and 
a further property in Eastbourne. 

In 2007, before the financial crisis, 
the company was looking to expand 
and buy another hotel in Swindon. So 
it approached Barclays to obtain the 
necessary funds. 

Sangiuseppe said: “On the back of the 
loan request, it was suggested we obtain 
borrowing protection on the debt. 

“We had a coffee and a chat - it was 
all quite informal and we were told 
about the options. But then the pressure 
on us built up. We were told we would 
need protection in the event of interest 
base rates rising.” 

But what Castlewood did not realise 
was that if interest rates fell - which 
they did - it would be liable for the dif¬ 
ference. 

Nor did Sangiuseppe and his father, a 
partner in the business, realise that it 
would cost, at the latest calculation, 
£1.1 million to get out of the deals that 
are currently costing the company 
£50,000 each quarter. 

“The first financial product we ob¬ 
tained was called a Structured Callable 
Swap and we followed that with anot¬ 
her one, called a Digital Swap. We were 
told these would protect all our loans 
from Barclays as we had existing finan-

cial commitments with the bank. But 
our request for credit was refused, so we 
never got the money for expansion that 
we asked for. ” 

The family thought little about the 
Swap products they had bought, think¬ 
ing that as the loan had been refused 
they would be rendered null and void. 

The company was experiencing hard¬ 
ship as the recession took hold and re¬ 
furbishment plans were scaled down 
and some redundancies made. So it was 
a hefty blow when a sum of about 
£50,000 was taken from its account to 
cover the Swap costs. 

“We naturally contacted Barclays to 
ask how we could stop these payments, ” 
said Sangiuseppe. “When they were 
first negotiated, we had been informed 
a ‘nominal sum’ would cover this ar¬ 
rangement. 

“When we asked how much that 
was, we were told £640,000 to break 
out of the Swaps. How is that a nominal 
sum?” 


This figure has subsequently risen to 
£1.1 million, says Sangiuseppe. 

A further blow came when Castle¬ 
wood was informed by Barclays that it 
was within its rights to recall the loan it 
had already granted the hotel chain, 
which had been used for the Eastbourne 
property. 

“Earlier, we had been told this would 
not happen, that the Swaps were not 
part of any existing deal we had with 
the bank,” said Sangiuseppe. 

He admits that study of the agree¬ 
ment backs the bank’s stance, but he is 
angry over the way the deal was done. 

“My father is of the old school who 
wants to build a relationship with a 
bank so we can go forward,” he said. 

“But the way this hard sell was done 
involved mounting pressure, no sug¬ 
gestion that we should get any other 
consultation and no explanation of 
what it truly entailed. 

“The only offer the bank made us was 
that it would lend us the money to break 


the Swaps. That just rubbed salt into the 
wounds and the last valuation of the 
cost of such action was £l.lm.” 

Castlewood says it has twice request¬ 
ed that the payments be suspended but 
Barclays has refused on both occasions. 

Recent findings from the Financial 
Services Authority have identified the 
products sold to the hotel chain as being 
in the category of “most complex” on 
the market and suitable only for multi¬ 
nationals and large PLCs rather than 
SMEs. 

So far Castlewood has paid £780,000 
for the two Swaps. The next two pay¬ 
ments are due at the end of this month 
and the beginning of March. 

“We have tried to do things by the 
book,” said Sangiuseppe. “And we have 
contacted Barclays once again. If we re¬ 
ceive no reply, we will stop the payments 
ourselves.” 

Contacted by Business Week, a 
spokesman for Barclays said: “Barclays 
has been very supportive of Castlewood 
Hotels, and our Business Support 
specialists have worked closely with the 
management to help them get through 
the difficult times following the reces¬ 
sion. 

“If the FSA’s review finds that we did 
not uphold the highest of standards in 
the sale of an interest-rate Swap to any 
customer, we will gladly put it right.” 

• Barclays has increased its provisions to 
cover mis-selling by another billion 
pounds ahead of the bank’s full-year 
results due on Tuesday (February 12). 

It relates to mis-sold interest-rate 
products to small firms as well as per¬ 
sonal insurance schemes. 

Funds made available by Barclays to 
cover the mis-selling issue now total 
£3.45 billion.

Support and advice to gain redress 


A PROCESS has been put 
in place that aims to help 
firms affected by the mis- 
selling of any products. 

The Federation of 
Small Businesses made 
the move following the 
publication of the Financial 
Services Authority’s pilot 
study showing that about 
90 per cent of firms had 


been mis-sold complex 
financial products. 

The FSB is looking 
to provide professional 
guidance and support 
through the process of 
accessing redress for 
its members. It wants to 
secure a speedy solution 
for members that have 
been affected and says it 


is keen to give support and 
advice to help thousands 
of small firms to navigate 
the FSA Scheme. 

However, the FSB 
emphasised it would 
not be responsible for 
the legal process or 
the financial outcome, 
nor would it be directly 
involved in litigation. 


FOUR major banks will have to compensate 
small businesses that were mis-sold complex 
insurance deals, following an investigation by 
the Financial Services Authority. 

The FSA says the big banks involved - 
Barclays, HSBC, Lloyds and the Royal Bank of 
Scotland - will now have to work out how much 
their customers lost. 

Six further banks are being looked at by the 
FSA. These are Allied Irish Bank, Bank of Ireland, 
Clydesdale, Yorkshire and Co-operative banks 
and Santander UK. 

They all joined the review voluntarily after the 
FSA began its investigation of the larger banks 
and results are due out Thursday (February 14). 

A report said 90 per cent of deals sold to 
small and medium-sized-company customers 
broke at least one rule and some 40,000 
"interest rate hedging products" had been sold 
to small businesses since 2001. 

It is not yet clear how many businesses are 
likely to receive compensation, but lawyers say 
average claims could be as high as £300,000. 

“It depends whether a business would have 
bought that product anyway," said Martin 


Wheatley, the incoming chief executive of the 
new Financial Conduct Authority, which will 
replace the FSA later this year. 

The idea was to swap the variable interest 
rates on loans for fixed rates, so insuring the 
businesses if interest rates rose. But interest 
rates instead fell to record low levels - leaving 


many businesses paying high charges. 

Treasury Financial Secretary Greg Clark, MP 
for Tunbridge Wells, said: “Small businesses 
should have been able to regard banks as long¬ 
standing partners and advisers. Instead, some 
were conned." 

The banks have pointed out that should the 


reverse have happened - interest rates had gone 
up - their customers would have benefited. 

The Federation of Small Businesses says the 
FSA move is correct but wants more to be done. 

"With the pilot showing such a significant 
level of mis-selling, we are concerned the 
FSA has not mandated that all payments are 
suspended when a firm enters into the scheme," 
said John Walker, the FSB's national chairman. 

For full compensation, customers will have to 
show that they would not have bought an IRHP 
had the sales rules not been broken. 

If they would have bought a different kind of 
product from the one recommended, they might 
be offered partial compensation, depending on 
the losses they suffered. 

But if the business suffered no loss, or if they 
would have bought the product anyway had it 
not been improperly sold to them, they will be 
offered no compensation. 

The British Bankers' Association said that 
action would be taken. "Banks will be contacting 
those companies affected shortly, prioritising 
those with the greatest need," said BBA chief 
executive Anthony Browne.

Sluggish market given a boost 
by lending to first-time buyers 


TWO reasons for optimism 
in the slow-moving housing 
market have been noted by 
analysts. 

Firstly, property prices rose 
by the small figure of 0.5 per 
cent in January, but this 
increase follows two months 
of no movement. 

And the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders has also noted an 
increase in lending to first-time 
buyers, which has the effect of 
allowing those who want to 
move up the property ladder 
to do so. 

The average home value 
now stands at £162,245, 
according to the Nationwide 
house price index. 

Flowever, home values are 
still relatively flat compared 
with a year ago, when the 
average house value was 
just £17 lower. 

Lenders and estate agents 
are more optimistic than in 
recent months and have 
predicted that the market 
will continue to slowly improve 
this year. 

And the increase in first-time 
buyer activity comes amid 
slowly-emerging evidence that 
Government efforts to boost 
lending are having an effect.

The Bank of England 
reported that mortgage 
lending to home-buyers last 
month was at its highest for 
allmost a year. 

Robert Gardner, 
Nationwide's chief economist, 
said: "There have been 
tentative signs of a pick-up in 
activity in recent months. 

"The Funding for Lending 
scheme has achieved some 
success in bringing down 
mortgage rates, with signs of 
a pick-up in lending activity. 

“Hopefully, the momentum 
will continue to build in the 
months ahead, though much 
will depend on whether the 
wider economic environment 
improves."

RENAULT’S fortunes tend to be closely related 
to the Clio supermini. 

When the original arrived in 1990, largely 
replacing the once-dominant Renault 5, it 
helped the French marque put a lack-lustre 
19 80s way behind it. The model - now in its 
fourth generation - has been a barometer for 
Renault’s fortunes ever since. 

And the new car is set fair to settle things 
after a stormy couple of years for the brand, 
culminating in rationalisation of the UK line-up 
early in 2012. 

The new Clio has a lighter and sportier touch 
this time; its predecessor looked like a fast-food 
‘go large’ offering up against some supermini 
rivals, but Peugeot made the same mistake with 
its 207 - both brands had sought to make room 
for city cars in their line-ups. 

In Renault’s case, the move gave the Twingo 
some space, but the new baby didn’t have the 
sales or profitability expected, so Renault 
returned to the old Clio formula. While fairly 
compact on-road, the new car is claimed to be 
roomy and practical inside, 

However, it sells only as a five-door. Renault 
insists, with justification, that the car has five- 
door practicality with coupe style, aided by that 
now seemingly obligatory feature for racy 
hatchbacks - concealed rear door handles. 

This is a double-edged sword: what’s bad is 
that the fire-breathing Renaultsport variant 
won’t be available in the classic three-door hot- 
hatch format when it eventually arrives - too 
late in my opinion, as the Clio still needs all the 
image it can muster to boost Renault. 

What’s good about that five-door practicality 
is that Renault doesn’t see a need for an estate/ 
tourer version - no loss, considering the image¬ 
crushing ugliness of the previous effort. 

And while Renault’s newly-launched budget 
brand Dacia aims to mop up demand for 
bargain superminis with its Sandero, the Clio 
has shifted upmarket with a higher-quality 
interior and new powertrain and weight-saving 
technology - all models are some 100 kilos 
lighter than the one they replace. 

No rookie on the ecodiesel front, Renault is 
using the new Clio to up the ante on petrol 
power, too, with a new turbocharged three- 
cylinder 0.9-litre TCe 90 unit to attack Fiat’s 
award-winning TwinAir engine - seen in the 
Fiat 500 and Panda - but there is also a new 
1.5 dCi 90 diesel. 

Both offer ECO-branded variants, with the 
petrol capable of 65.7mpg on the combined 
cycle and road-tax-free 99g/km C02 emissions. 
The diesel escapes the tax by more with 83g/km 
and a class-leading 88.3mpg (combined). 

The new Clio line-up is priced from £10,595 
to £16,095, with new models pitched between 
outgoing three- and five-door versions - the 
new Expression+ version, for instance, costs 
£230 less than a current five-door equivalent 
yet comes with more kit.

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New A-Class takes luxury 
German top of the class

MERCEDES-BENZ used to be a bit of a stick in the 
mud. However, the brand that regards itself as 
the senior member of the German motoring es¬ 
tablishment has been teased badly by those 
innovative upstarts, BMW and Audi. 

So there’s a new and more open mindset at 
M-B these days: the first sign might have been 
when the latest C-Class was offered with a choice 
of traditional or coupe grille. 

A small matter, perhaps, but evidence that the 
German giant was starting to listen to its market, 
while the latest and third-generation A-Class 
(from £18,945) is definite proof of a ‘by popular 
demand’ attitude. 

Previous ‘A’ models followed a high-profile 
mini-MPV format, latterly overlapping the only 
slightly bigger B-Class and meaning both cars 
competed for similar customers. 

With its new-found clear-headness, though, 
M-B has created an all-new and impressive 
B-Class for the mini-MPV clientele while trans¬ 
forming the newly-launched A-Class into an 
elegant low-slung front-wheel-drive five-door 
hatchback. And that’s a clever move because 
this new entry model has a tough job to go up 
against rival brand recruiters chasing the 
same image-conscious mix of keen driving 
private buyers, small business types and young 
company-car user-choosers. 

The latest Audi A3 is right up there, but Audi’s 
obsession with evolution rather than revolution 
makes the latest A3 look suspiciously like its 
predecessors, and likewise the VW Golf, which 
also edges into this sector. But you would take 
both on styling against the latest BMW 1 
Series, which looks as bad as the awkward first- 
generation car, even if it’s a joy to drive. 

So, on street presence alone, the new A-Class 
has the opposition beaten, and it’s smart inside, 
too; picking on the cheap-looking dashboard 
vents seems churlish when everything is so well

arranged. Rear legroom is not that generous, 
but headroom is good thanks to a high roof dis¬ 
guised by a coupe-style rear window line that 
fools the eye into believing the back is more 
raked than it actually is. 

The boot has a low load sill, and 60/40 split 
rear seats aid practicality, though boot space is 
only average. 

But the key thing is how much it stands out 
on-road for style and panache. Handling is a 
long way from the old A-Class - as it should be - 
and offers real cornering power with a flat stance. 

The irony is that M-B, known for comfort, may 
have erred a little too much to the other extreme 
to please those who like to press on. 

That said, the test car was the lively £27,170 
A220 AMG Sport sporting diesel flagship 
(0-62mph in 8.2 seconds) with lowered sports 
suspension and 18-inch alloys. Some buyers 
could save cash and discomfort by aiming for 


a more standard version of the model. Keen driv¬ 
ers will like the general sportiness of A-Class 
models, though, aided and abetted on the test 
car by a slick seven-speed DCT automatic gear¬ 
box mated with the 2,143cc turbodiesel. 

The shifts are seamless in fully auto, but you 
can also enjoy manual selection via the stick- 
shift or steering-wheel paddles, and I liked the 
engine for being mostly refined with a nice bur¬ 
ble when pushed. 

The car also impressed with an ability to eat 
up motorway miles quietly and smoothly and 
return 64.2mpg, according to the official com¬ 
bined cycle, with C02 emissions of just 115g/km. 
The aerodynamic styling helps. 

Indeed, the economy and tax implications 
across this new A-Class line-up are good for both 
petrol and diesel models - M-B doesn’t apply its 
BlueEfficiency eco branding lightly and a number 
of models are exempt from road tax.

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DS allows Citroen to stretch customer appeal

MAINSTREAM European car marques 
are under pressure from cut-price Far East 
rivals and most are trying to go upmarket 
in a bid to maintain profitability, even if 
they lose volume. 

Using a typically unusual approach, 
Citroen has decided instead to sit tight in 
the value zone with its standard line-up but 
also create an upmarket sub-brand. 

In doing so, the quirky French marque is 
uniquely placed, having often sold models 
to please both ends of the market - notably 
from 1955-75, when it manufactured both 
the budget 2CV and the luxurious DS car 
series, with its legendary smooth ride. 

The DS initials returned three years ago, 
this time to denote a new upmarket line 
beginning with the DS3 - designed to at¬ 
tack the BMW Mini. 

Some 200,000 DS3s have since been 
built - 43,000 sold in Britain alone - and 
followed by equally striking sister models, 
the DS4 and DS5. 

And British consumers obviously like the 
whole DS concept, since 30 per cent of all 
Citroens sold here last year were these up¬ 
market variants. 

That’s now set to go higher this year 
with the launch of the DS3 Cabrio. 

While a full-length electric roll-top roof 
like the Fiat 500C cabrio means it doesn’t 
have the complete roof-down appeal of its 
obvious rival, the Mini Convertible, it is 



perhaps a more usable open-top car with 
all the driving appeal of its hatchback sister 
plus class-leading five-seat cabin and boot 
space (245 litres). A clever bootlid mech¬ 
anism means the boot can also be accessed 
in the tightest of spaces. 

Unusually, the roof can be opened or re¬ 
tracted in 16 seconds and at up to 75mph 
- no need to pull up and get wet while wait¬ 
ing for the roof to close. 

Citroen points out, too, that the decision 
not to hack the whole roof off and add lots 
of extra strengthening does mean that the 
cabrio’s weight increases by just 25 kilos - 
a quarter of that typically added when 
manufacturers create a convertible from a 
hatchback. That should bring dividends on 
both the driving and economy front. 

The cabin is of the high quality and de¬ 
sign we now expect of the DS range and 
Citroen claims refinement is aided by the 
well-insulated convertible roof. 

The Citroen DS3 Cabrio arrives shortly, 
but prices are yet to be confirmed.

FAR from being unlucky, trade experts say 
the arrival of the ’ 13 reg on Friday, March 1, 
could herald a win-win period for car-buyers. 

You could, of course, remark “Well they 
would say that, wouldn’t they...” 

On the other hand, motor-trade data 
analysts at CAP Automotive are known for 
hard-nosed impartiality, so we ought to take 
notice when they say franchised dealers are 
fretting about a price war breaking out even 
before the new reg arrives. 

The problem is that EU car sales last year 
fell to their lowest point in 22 years, while the 
UK saw registrations rise last year by 5.3 per 
cent. This prompted accusations that manu¬ 
facturers were reporting ‘false’ sales here as 
dealers ‘pre-registered cars’ to themselves to 
qualify for volume bonus payments. 

But you can also see why the UK is such a 
good market for car-makers stuffed with stock. 
British consumers have benefited from histori¬ 


cally low interest rates and increasingly com¬ 
petitive motor-finance deals, and CAP says 
the scene is set for more of the same in 2013. 

Dealers still have a backlog of unsold cars 

- many registered towards the end of last year 

- meaning that something has to give when 
their suppliers start imposing aggressive sales 
targets for the next new registration. 

If dealers don’t hit those targets they don’t get 
their all-important bonuses, so they will have 
to sacrifice profitability on individual sales. 

That could mean discounting or generous 
offers on customer part-exchanges - that’s 
the win-win for any buyer. 

CAP spokesman Philip Nothard said: 
“Whichever way you look at it, motorists will 
emerge the winners in this year’s challenging 
market. 

“Franchise dealers will almost inevitably 
have to use serious incentives to keep up with 
new-car targets. 

“This is going to be a tough year for manu¬ 
facturers and their dealer networks, but their 
pain looks set to be the motorist’s gain.”

BRITAIN’S economy still lacks confidence, but 
demand for new cars is far healthier than on the 
Continent. 

In fact, UK new-car registrations rose 5.3 per 
cent last year, the highest since 2008, and the 
largest percentage increase since 2001. 

Perhaps encouraged by low finance rates 
and the fact that savers aren’t getting much for 
their deposits at present, private demand outper¬ 


formed the fleet sector with a 12.9 per 
cent rise in registrations. 

However, the new-car market was 
still 14.9 per cent below where it was in 
2007, before the recession hit. 

The figures come from the motor- 
industry mouthpiece, the SMMT, where 
chief executive PaulEveritt said: “Boost¬ 
ed by strong consumer demand, the 
market grew at its fastest rate for 11 
years with innovative, fuel-efficient cars 
keeping buyers in showrooms. 


“Looking ahead to 2013, we anticipate 
the market will hold firm, with manu¬ 
facturers and dealers working hard to 
deliver quality and value to motorists.” 

Part of the UK performance is also 
due to imaginative add-on deals such as 
service packages, inclusive insurance 
deals and keenly-priced PCPs (personal 
contract plans) or private lease deals. 

There are also outstanding warran¬ 
ties available, such as Hyundai’s five- 
year/unlimited-mileage deal.

DON’T 

accept the first deal on offer - be ready to 
haggle. 

DON’T 

be afraid to ask for trimmings like a tank of 
fuel, car mats or further discounts or extras. 

DON’T 

fall for what seems like a big bargain before 
you even haggle. It could be an unpopular 
engine or trim combination or a car on 
‘run-out’ where production ceased a while 
ago - it might be just as thirsty as your old 
car and will depreciate badly. 

DO 

pick a model that saves fuel, insurance, 
road tax and depreciation - it isn’t getting 
any easier out there. 

DON’T 

be blinded by road-tax-exempt but 
expensive eco models, though; check price, 
running costs, green credentials 
and the savings over your planned 
mileage versus years of ownership, then 
compare against the closest standard 
version. The savings to be made on the 
standard car may surprise you. 

DON’T 

assume that diesel will save - you 
usually pay more up front, so you need to 


do a lot of miles to claw back that money 
in fuel economy. Also, the engines are 
generally heavier, which means more 
wear on front tyres and mechanicals. 

The fuel is also dearer at the pumps, while 
economy and emissions on small petrol cars 
have improved and they are often nicer to 
drive. In short - do your sums.

F.G. Barnes 
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Saving the wallet ahead of the planet

TOUGH times mean that ‘eco’ cars are bought to 
save the wallet or purse as much, if not more, as 
helping to save the planet. 

Not only can such cars save huge fuel bills, 
with average consumption rates far better than 
might have been dreamed just 10 years ago, but 
they also save taxes. 

Business users can gain from models with lower 
Benefit-in-Kind taxes, but any road-user can save 
with a car attracting a lower road tax or VED 


(Vehicle Excise Duty). The latest tax bandings 
range from zero for cars with the lowest C02 emis¬ 
sions (below lOOg/km) right up to £475. 

Even more crucially, you don’t pay anything 
for low-CO 2 -emitting cars in bands A-D for the 
first year, but the tax soars as you go up the scale 
so that serious gas-guzzlers in the top band, M, 
attract £1,030 tax in year one - not for nothing 
is the first-year tariff otherwise known as the 
‘showroom tax’. 

Of course, anyone spending £50,000- 
£100,000 on a car won’t fret about such small 
change, but most people like saving on fuel and 


tax while doing their bit for the environment. 

Longer term, electric cars may be the answer 
and there has been much publicity about ‘plug¬ 
in’ models for overnight charging at home or 
city-centre charging points. 

But battery technology must catch up and the 
zero-emissions argument for electric is mislead¬ 
ing. Until we have zero-emission power stations, 
electric cars simply transfer the CO 2 and noxious 
gas output from exhaust pipe to belching chim¬ 
ney. 

Hybrids, pairing electric power and batteries 
with an internal combustion engine, are a good 


halfway house, but you will pay more to buy one 
before the economic and ecological benefits can 
kick in 

But then, conventional eco cars are not al¬ 
ways cheap, either, so shop around and note 
that if you don’t cover enough miles to make fuel 
savings offset the car’s purchase price, conven¬ 
tional alternatives may be a better bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models, either; the higher 
price of diesels and the fuel at the pumps must 
be compared with new small-capacity low- 
emission/consumption yet lively turbocharged 
petrol engines.

Market driven by 
the small-minded

DOWNSIZING is the watchword of new-car 
buyers as they aim for better economy and tax 
savings. 

This has caused the once-dominant family 
saloon/company-car sector of 20 years ago to be 
elbowed aside, first by the family hatchback and 
now the supermini. 

Soaring fuel and insurance costs and greater 
environmental awareness have been key factors, 
but Government pressure through punitive 
road tax on larger cars, plus ever-more stylish 
superminis, has delivered a combined 40 per 
cent market share to this type and the even 


smaller city-car segment. Family hatchbacks are 
still the number two choice, though, with about 
2 5 per cent of registrations. 

However, it might not be long before family 
hatchbacks are under threat, too, from the new 
kid on the block, the crossover. 

As the name implies, this straddles several sec¬ 
tors by being part family hatch, part MPV (multi¬ 
purpose vehicle) or people-carrier, and part SUV 
(Sports Utility Vehicle) - cars like the Nissan 
Oashqai, Hyundai ix35 and Kia Sportage. 

In the meantime, the 2012 top 10 car models 
registered and their numbers, according to 
motor-industry mouthpiece SMMT, show how 
superminis (S) and family hatchbacks (H) still 
rule the market.

Baku-bound Willard aiming to 
transform Azerbaijan’s youth 


Daryl Willard is hoping to buck the trend of English coaches abroad; he talks 
to Greg Miles about overcoming the stigma of non ex-pro player-coaches

TRYING to find an English player, coach 
or manager abroad is often like looking 
for a needle in a haystack. 

But Daryl Willard isn’t averse to the 
idea, which is understandable when 
you see what plying his trade on foreign 
shores has already done for his career. 

The 30-year-old from Tunbridge 
Wells has never been a professional 
footballer, but he has got a march on 
the opposition when it comes to coach¬ 
ing, having had roles at Chelsea and 
Spurs. Now he’s landed the role of head 
of development with Azerbaijani 
premier-league side Azal PFK. You may 
ask ‘Who?!’, as did we, but in this case 
it’s more about the why. 

Willard is no stranger to the Asian 
country, having worked there until six 
months ago in a similar role at Gabala 
FC, where England and Arsenal legend 
Tony Adams took him on as part of his 
backroom staff when in charge. 

Fellow Kent resident and former 
England international Gary Stevens 
was also part of the set-up, while Gill¬ 
ingham striker Deon Burton was on the 
playing staff. 

“It’s difficult, English football,” said 
Willard. “The reason I chose to leave 
was I wanted to do things differently. I 
didn’t want to be a part of the grain. 

“The game’s changed. You can’t just 
be a footballer and go into manage¬ 
ment. Jose Mourinho said you can’t just 
finish football and be a coach - you need 
to learn how to be a coach. 

“The one thing about coaching 
abroad is there aren’t the same pres¬ 
sures. You get more time. I was thrown 
in the deep end before and it makes you 
grow. I would rather stay out of the 
country learning until the time’s right 
to come back in.” 

He concedes there is a stigma in the 
English game that only ex-pros make 
good coaches or managers. It’s a myth 
that he’s keen to dispel. 

“England is a difficult place to get 
into. I’ve been in it twice and left it twice 
- it might be a huge mistake, but it’s a 
gamble I’m prepared to take,” he said. 
“I’m going to start my management 
abroad. Hopefully, I will get that oppor¬ 
tunity in the next few years. 

“The more coaches who succeed, 
then the more it backs up the argument. 
It drives you on to prove people wrong. 
If you’re good enough as a coach or 
manager, the players will respect you. 
All my life I’ve seen it. I think you feel it 
wherever you go. It drives you on, it’s 
one of those things you’ve got to deal 
with. That’s the way it is.” 

It’s fair to say he has had a good edu¬ 
cation. At 16 he made the brave move 
of giving up on becoming a player and 
instead shadowed coaches at Chelsea’s 
local schools programmes. It was a 
work experience that paid off. 

“I was never a top footballer,” he said.

“I started my own business at all the 
schools in the area. Then at 17 I got in 
contact with the Chelsea community 
scheme and asked if I could shadow. 
From that I got a bit of work from 
Chelsea and then worked there for six 
years in their academy. 

“That was good being under 20 and 
working with the people I was working 
with, seeing Jose Mourinho at the train¬ 
ing ground and Brendan Rodgers, who 
was under-16 coach at the time, and 
talking to him. Eddie Newton was doing 
the under-15s as well. 

“So it was a great start and I managed 
to get my B licence at the age of 2 3.1 left 
Chelsea when I got offered a position at 
Tottenham working with the academy. 
It was a better position with more 
potential and their philosophy of pro¬ 
ducing exciting footballers was great. 

“Where I was so young at Chelsea, 
even six years later, everyone still saw 
me as the young coach. I wanted a fresh 
start somewhere and so I spent two 
years there.” 

He then got a phone-call out of the 
blue from Adams offering him an inter¬ 
view for a job with Azerbaijani Premier 
League side Gabala FC. 

“I was development coach, taking the 
reserves and linking the academy and 
first team,” he said. “I was just chucked 
into the position. I had to learn the lan¬ 
guage -1 didn’t have a translator. I can 
get by in their language. There were 
one or two who could speak a little 
English and they would help me. 

“When I arrived there, the team was 
full of 24-, 25- and 26-year-olds, earn¬ 
ing the money. The first thing I did, in 
the next transfer window, was to release 
nine out of 13 players. I signed a few 
young players and took players out of 
the academy, which were the first steps. 

“By the time I left, we had two under- 
21 and six under-19s internationals. At 
the start of this season, six of those were 
in the first team.” 

After leaving in the summer, Willard, 
who has now achieved his A licence 
coaching badge, took up a role as assist¬ 
ant manager at Chelsea Ladies. How¬ 
ever, he couldn’t turn down Azal’s offer. 

“On December the 22nd they rang, 
asking me to come out on the 24th for 
an interview,” he said. “I went for one 
day -1 was there for six hours. They of¬ 
fered me the job there and then.” 

Since then, he has been waiting for his 
visa and official confirmation of his offer 
to arrive, which it did last Saturday. 

“This position I wouldn’t get in Eng¬ 
land for another 20 years - I’m getting 
a chance to do it at 30,” he said. 

“I want to do something different to 
what they’ve had before. It could be 
good, very good. 

“They are really improving. I’ve seen 
a massive improvement in the ability of 
the youngsters.”

IT’S not often that you find an international 
goalkeeper is available on a free transfer, but 
that’s the situation former Gills stopper Jason 
Brown finds himself in this week. 

The 30-year-old decided to cancel his contract 
at Scottish Premier League side Aberdeen at the 
end of the January transfer window, following a 
fall-out with Dons boss Craig Brown. 

Brown learnt via social-networking site Twit¬ 
ter that his namesake had told a fan he would 
not be playing because he made more mistakes 
than first-choice keeper Jamie Langfield. 

The former Blackburn Rovers player, who was 
on the bench for Wales’s 2-1 win over Austria 
on Wednesday night, also said he could well still 
be with the Gills had attempts to renew his deal 
with the club not failed back in 2006. 

Of the Craig Brown situation, he said: “I was 
just very, very upset, as you can imagine. I felt I 
was within my rights to say I wanted an oppor¬ 
tunity at Aberdeen,” he said. 

“I’m an international goalkeeper - it’s not like 
I’m a young lad. I don’t want to just sit around 
and pick up my money. 

“I’m a great believer that if you’re at a football 
club you should be playing or challenging to 
play. If you’re not doing either, you’re best off 
away from it. I made that decision.” 

Brown left Gillingham at the end of the 
2005/06 season for Premier League Rovers, 
having made 126 appearances in a four-year 
stay, but he said he may well have remained at 
Priestfield had things been different. 

“Before I went to Blackburn my agent had 
come to the club on five different occasions to 
meet the chairman to do a deal,” he said. 

“The [then] manager Ronnie Jepson obviously 
wanted to do the deal. 

“The offer I had was less than what I was al¬ 
ready earning - and I wasn’t on a massive wage. 
I would have been happy to stay. 

“The club was in League One and maybe the 
chairman felt he needed to cut the wage bill. 

“Swansea came in for me and [manager] 
Kenny Jackett was very eager to get that done. 
On my way there I got a call from Blackburn’s 


boss Mark Hughes. In hindsight, if the deal at 
Gillingham had been done, I would have stayed 
and maybe played a lot of games. 

“With the lure of the Premier League, I don’t 
think anyone would ever resent me for taking up 
that. I had a great time at Gillingham. 

“I still have pictures on the wall in my house 
from Gillingham games.” 

Brown stayed at Ewood Park until the sum¬ 
mer of 2011, having been reserve to Brad Friedel 
and Paul Robinson, while going on loan to 
Cardiff City, Leyton Orient and Leeds United. 

He made the move north of the border in the 
hope of first-team football, which he got last sea¬ 
son, making 2 6 appearances. He also won his third 
cap for Wales, against Mexico in the summer. 


However, he has fallen out of favour under 
Brown this term after several arguments, mak¬ 
ing just two appearances, one as a sub after first- 
choice Langfield was sent off. 

He says his future lies back south of the bor¬ 
der, not ruling out a return to Gillingham, as 
was mooted back in 2011 before he signed for 
Aberdeen. 

“I’m still an international - that’s not bad for 
someone who’s unattached,” he said. “That 
speaks for itself. It’s pretty obvious I need to be 
playing games. 

“I’ve had two possible offers, but they weren’t 
right for me and my family. Obviously I want to 
play and I’m not going to say I’m above any of 
the leagues, but I have a family to support.”

THERE aren’t many people with a shot 
strong enough to break a net, but one of 
them was Gillingham right-back Charlie 
Marks. 

It’s not surprising he achieved such a 
feat playing in an era when the balls were 
hard enough to soften the head of the 
toughest centre-half. 

Born in Eccles, near Maidstone, he 
played locally for Aylesford Boys, 
Maidstone Boys, Maidstone Paper Sacks, 
Maidstone United, Lloyds and Tooting & 
Mitcham before joining Gillingham in 
1943, who at that time were a non¬ 
league side. 

He made 187 appearances as a non¬ 
league player and a further 277 when 
Gillingham were re-elected to the Football 
League in 1950. 

The first of those came in front of 
20,000 fans at Priestfield as they played 
out a goalless draw with Colchester in the 
Third Division. 

He was already a popular player before 
his legendary net-busting penalty against 
Northampton in February 1955 elevated 
the tough tackler’s status to cult hero. 

The re-woven hole in the net could be 
seen for several seasons after that until a 
new one was brought. 

His thunderous strike of a ball wasn’t 
just reserved for penalties, though, as he 
normally took charge of flighting in free- 
kicks from the wing, often leading to 
goal-mouth scrambles in the box. 

He left Gillingham in 19 58 to continue 
his career in the non-league with 
Tonbridge, 

After leaving the game, he worked as a 
stock-controller in a local paper mill and 
lived at Larkfield, near Maidstone. He died 
in 2005 aged 85.
